“Not Into Temptation.” 

Jesus taught his disciples to pray to God 
not to lead them into temptation: 

Forgive us our debts, as we also have forgiven our 
debtors. And bring us not into temptation, but de- 
liver us from the evil. 

As though God might lead us in such a way 
that we might be tempted! 

And why not? What is to hinder him, if he 
be: the Master of the universe? Can he not do 
what he wishes if he has as much freedom as 
we do? Why should we imagine that we can 
lead our child over the railroad track, or along 
the precipice, or into the battle-field, or in deep 
darkness, but that God cannot? But James 
(1:13) says: 

Blessed is the man that endureth temptation; for 
when he hath been approved, he shall receive the 
crown of life, which the Lord promised to them that 
love him. Let no man say when he is tempted, I 
am tempted of God; for God cannot be tempted with 
evil, and he himself tempteth no man: but each man 
is tempted, when he is drawn away by his own lust, 
and enticed. 

We sometimes become bewildered, and over- 
look possible emphasis, where slight emphasis 
on a word or two may make great change in the 
meaning of the sentence. Notice the word 
himself in the statement of James. It is the 
emphasis word. It follows soon after the in- 
correct statement of some mistaken sufferer 
that he is tempted with evil out of God, or from 
God; the Greek preposition apo signifying 
something a little stronger than of. That is, 
the sufferer should not think his own yielding 
to the trial comes out of God’s nature: for 
God himself (autos) has nothing in his nature 
of evil, and when he leads his children into 
temptation it must be wrought, the temptation 
must be wrought, by something outside of God 
himself; there must be some instrument, pos- 
sibly the man’s own lust. Just so, there is 
some instrument, when God rescues us from 
the temptation. 

And James would not contradict Jesus, that 
God may lead us into temptation by those dis- 
pensations of his providence by which, some- 
times, we are sorely tried. 

God sometimes does so lead us. The rescue 
from the strait is to be found in God’s grace and 
love, which, when appealed to by the sufferer, 
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immediately or later, but surely and amply, 
provide some refuge or escape. 

Morison says: 

, There is a sense, and that a profound one, in which 

all actions and events proceed from God. With this 
comprehensive view of the divine agency reaching 
through all things, these words (lead us not into 
temptation) mean, “So order all events connected 
with us, and so assist us in the government of our 
own thoughts, that we may not be led into tempta- 
Ton Se It is said, (James 1:13) “God 
cannot be tempted with evil, neither tempteth he any 
man.” But this which implies direct personal solici- 
tation to sin, is not inconsistent with the fact that, 
in the vast and manifold ordering of God’s providence, 
he should sometimes give rise to contingencies which 
lead men into temptation, so that, with philosophical 
strictness of speech, he may be said to lead men into 
temptation. But that is an incidental result, growing 
out of complicated causes intended for other pur- 
poses, and therefore allowed by God; but not designed 
by him for the purpose of tempting us. 

That is very respectful toward God; and the 
reverence of the passage should make us re- 
vere the character of Morison himself; God is 
near to him and precious. And Morison will 
not allow God to seem to be unkind to his chil- 
dren. But, Oh! there is so much suffering, 
trial and temptation; and we must remember 
that God is Master, and his own creation does 
not trick him, nor confuse him. Another great 
writer says: 

According to the concrete expression of the Old 
Testament God tempts Abraham by subjecting iim -to 
a trial to which the popular idea, handed down by 
tradition, clings as an element of temptation. He 
tempts Pharaoh by subjecting him to a trial in which 
the judgment of his self-delusion must reach its con- 
summation. God therefore has no part whatever in 
the temptation itself as a solicitation to evil but 
throughout concurs in it, in the beginning trying or 
proving, at the end judging, at the intermediate 
stages chastising and punishing. 

Then Jesus’ prayer is intensely practical, 
notwithstanding the misunderstood language 
of James, who is so often thought to teach 
that God has nothing to do with temptation. 
For God certainly does. The mother tries the 
child when she commands it with beginning 
steps to walk to “papa.” The teacher tries the 
student when he lays before him the examina- 
tion papers. Life itself is a great probation. 
God tried Jesus, when “in bringing many sons 
unto glory he made the captain of their salva- 
tion perfect through suffering.” And many a 
trial may be too great for us; and it is sensi- 
ble for the child of God to ask him not to lead 
him into temptation. Many such a prayer will 
be heard, the love of God will be moved, and 
he will carefully lead the weak one, whom 
otherwise he might allow to go in his own 
strength and pride, and might even guide and 
lead into fiery trials, needed to scorch out the 
bacilli of sin. 

The true child of God, having just uttered 
a prayer for forgiveness of his trespasses, know- 
ing that he has committed those sins because 
of his own weakness in resisting temptation, 
logically and even from moral and spiritual im- 
pulses quickly prays to be led in such paths 
that he may not again be subjected to tempta- 
tion. And he desires God to lead him so. He 
desires God to lead him. He asks God to lead 
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which he had fallen. The temptation and the 
sin are logically connected in the mind of the 
petitioner; and the God, the Father, who helps 
in the one case by forgiveness, is the one to 
help in the other by guidance. If Jesus had not 
directed the petition, it would have been a seri- 
ous omission from the prayer. 

Also, by inserting it in the prayer that has 
become the model for the ages, men are con- 
stantly reminded of the folly of having con- 
tempt for temptation. They need the assist- 
ance of God in reference to it: for God may 
lead them to it; and if he does they must go 
through it. 

Jesus thus in a few immortal words gives 
us the warning (and necessarily in it the im- 
plied promise of help) which Paul states more 
at length (I Cor. 10:12, 13): 

Wherefore let him that thinketh he standeth take 


heed lest he fall. There hath no temptation taken 
you but such as man can bear: but God is faithful, 
who will not suffer you to be tempted above that ye 


are able; but will with the temptation make also the 
way of escape, that ye may be able to endure it. — 
God leads us; he sometimes leads us into 
temptation. The less we pray to him, the 
more into temptation we.go, led by our inso- 
lence and lust. If we pray, we are sometimes 
delivered from the temptation altogether. If 
we are not so delivered, we have strength given 
to us to bear. Even Jesus, though not deliv- 
ered from the drinking of the cup, although he 
had so urgently prayed, was strengthened by 
an angel for the great trial, and he became 
obedient unto death, yea, the death of the cross. 





OrHEeR Marrers oF GENERAL INTEREST ARE: 
~The receiver of Zion City (Dowie’s) reports 
its liabilities to be $6,125,018; the “quick as- 
sets” to be $372,054; the “slow assets” to be 
$2,156,427. He found that there was no general 
set of books. This is almost as unfortunate as 
the great Presbyterian failure in Philadelphia. 
Rut in Philadelphia the Presbyterians are not 
denominationally to blame; whereas, in Zion 
City, Dowieism itself is to blame. The Erie 


Railroad reduces its passenger rate from 3 to 
214 cents a mile. The Congregationalist for- 


eign mission board increased its receipts over 
any previous year, and made some payment on 
its debt. Rich planters are on trial in Mis- 
souri for holding men in slavery (peonage). 
Settling and cracking are discovered in the 
great new Chicago post-office; but engineers de- 
cide that the real strength of the building is not 
impaired. The Cleveland board of education 
proposes afternoon sessions of the high school ; 
having found that the boys waste their after- 
noons in athletics, and the girls theirs in 
theater matinees or in social recreation. The 
United States is surrounding Cuba with a cor- 
don of warships. Forces landed at Havana, 
but were afterward withdrawn on board the 
cruiser Denver. President Roosevelt has writ- 
ten a letter to the Cubans counseling peace, 
und warning them of intervention by the Uni- 
ted States, which is allowed by the treaty. The 
“richest woman in Germany,” Fraulein Krupp, 
spends only $250 on her trousseau. A whole- 
some example! The Russian government re- 
fuses to allow the convention to meet of the 
party of the’ Constitutional Democrats. They 


go to Finland. Santos-Dumont’s flying ma- 


chine fell and was wrecked, but he was not 
injured. A small guard of United States 
troops is left at the legation in Havana, Cuba. 
A crush and panie occurred at the unveiling of 
the statue of McKinley at Columbus, Ohio; of 
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lines: “Spectacle of wild riot and vulgar tu- 
mult by a herd of people with more animal 
curiosity than even ordinary manners of human 
kind. Mrs. Longworth victim of rabble vul- 
garity.” There were 50,000 people crowding to 
see. The Hague Peace Conference is to meet 
again next summer. It will probably have 
more influence than the former one, which was 
almost useless except as introducing the sub- 
ject to the world. The United States govern- 
ment intervenes vigorously in the affairs of 
Cuba, landing troops “to protect American 
property and the legation,” and sending promi- 
nent officials to negotiate with all parties. 


Ex-Officio Votes. 


A few weeks ago, on account of the submis- 
sion to us of certain articles, we were compelled 
to make statements which have attracted wide 
attention. We are not sorry. We said: 

We have brethren in prominent general office and 
in obscure general office who are in favor of our com- 
bining with another denomination. 

In the same article we alluded to the fact 
that the overwhelming majority of our people 
were opposed to any such movement; suggest- 
ing that the only way to effect it would be 
the securing of enough offices by those of that 
way of thinking to enable them to control our 
affairs officially between conventions: our 
placing them in office being construed as an 
approval of their way of thinking. 

Last week we pointed out that we might 
have about a hundred voters at the Huntington 
Convention, who were voters ex officio. We 
pointed out that of these only seventy were in 
direct touch with the people; the presidents of 
the conferences. The other thirty ex officio 
voters, however truly many of them may 
represent general opinion, were not elect- 
ed by the people to their positions, but 
by the Norfolk Convention, or by _ the 
Executive Board which was elected by the 
Norfolk Convention. Of these thirty ez officio 
voters we used this language: 

Some of the ex officio voters are Congregationalists, 
and some of the others are Congregationalizers. 

On August 23d we had taught that if enough 
officers could be removed by the sectarianizers 
to secure control of the interests not in their 
power already, official action might later be 
taken tending to the same results as we have 
witnessed at Randolph, Jacksonville, Belding, 
Marion, Antioch, Mt. Zion and elsewhere. The 
drift of such work lately appeared in the defeat 
of Rev. Henry Crampton for a delegate to the 
Huntington Convention. There were reasons 
why he should have been elected and have a 
voice at Huntington, beside his being one of 
the foremost preachers. He is the secretary of 
the Christian Publishing Association; he was 
secretary before the Norfolk Convention; he 
was reelected without his own knowledge, 
when Hon. A. ©. Cable resigned; he was secre- 
tary during the period in which the new: Pub- 
lishing House building was erected, and is in- 
timately acquainted with the inside of the 
finances and difficulties ; almost as much as the 
building committee, agent and treasurer. He 
has taken no part in any strife, un- 
less it was lately to write an article for the 
Heratp recommending caution in making 
changes. He was ill, and was not present at 
the election, and did not know that he would 
be nominated. If this element would defeat 
Rev. Henry Crampton before the conyention, 
against whom there could be no possible objec: 
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tion except that he had written an article in 
favor of preserving our own interests, is it 
not easy to see what the _ sectarianizing 
element would do after the convention, if they 
had the majority of our offices and the conse- 
quent control of our properties? A letter late- 
ly received by us contains this language: 


Very sorry to hear of Brother Crampton’s defeat. 
He should have been elected, as he is the highest type 
of Christian gentleman. 


We are not criticising the honesty or fair- 
ness of the votes. Our objection is to the drift 
of sentiment that made such votes possible. 
It was a sentiment under sectarianizing in- 
fluence. We do not impeach the personal char- 
acter of those who would sectarianize us. 
Among us they have a right to their views on 
this subject as well as any other. But we do 
deprecate putting them in charge of our offices. 
For at different times, under such influence, 
a college, or conference, or church, or young 
minister has been lost. We cannot afford to 
cultivate this tendency. 

Rey. N. Del McReynolds was also defeated 
under the same influences. He was many years 
secretary of the conference, well acquainted 
with all its history for a quarter of a century. 
He had also been president, and filled his office 
with such efficiency that every church in the 
conference became active under pastoral guid- 
ance. He has constructive ability. He had 
had no part in any strife. He simply was not 
for sectarianizing our people.  His_ bril- 
liant services for Franklinton College, of which 
he was long the head with a pittance for re- 
ward, and his present services for the school 
and acquaintance with it, entitled him to elec- 
tion. 

These things illustrate already the extremes 
to which sectarianism will go in.effort. to get 
the control of the offices. Our warning was 
not too soon. We do not say that the people 
who desire Congregationalizers in our positions 
of trust have no right to vote for them. They 
do have such right. They have the power to 
vote out loyal and true men. But in view of 
the fact that these successes were obtained in 
a conference itself having by its conference 
constitution many ex officio voters, while 
there has also been secured the appointment 
ex officio of Congregationalists and Congrega- 
tionalizers to voting privileges in the coming 
convention, it is evident that those brethren 
who are trying to persuade the masses of the 
people that there is no danger, are in error. 
The people who desire the safety of our people 
and our principles should attend the Hunting- 
ton Convention, not for strife, but to see that 
thoroughly reliable men are hereafter put into 
charge of our trusts. “The question of “union’” 
will probably not be discussed. But offices are 
to be filled, And thosec-offites-wtlt-have controt 
of the denominational machinery till the next 
“Quadrennial.” 


Thus we believe our people can readily see, 
without our publishing evidences in our hands 
privately, that our warning against allowing 
the offices to be taken by a sectarianizing minor- 
ity was justified. We would be unworthy of 
being a trusted editor if we did not sufficiently 
warn the people of these dangerous tendencies 
and efforts. 

Come to the Huntington Convention in the 
spirit of prayer, come not in the spirit of war; 
but come determined that we shall end this 
trouble. That is the way to make peace and 
harmony. This sectarianizing project has an- 
noyed us long enough. It has distracted our 
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attention. It has consumed our energies. There 
is nothing good in it for our people nor for the 
cause of Christ. It is only a prospective ad- 
vantage, to certain persons, who, if the “tri- 
church union” is increased by our joining, will 
become noted men in the new sect because of the 
influence they will be supposed to have used in 
swinging our people over. But our people will 
never go, and if the sectarianizers are put in 
charge strife will increase. The masses of our 
people, east, west, north, south, are loyal and 
true. There are no better principles than those 
we now adyocate. Some individual churches may 
be taken, some institutions probably lost; but 
the masses of the people will be faithful, for 
they are Christian. But these masses must at- 
tend to their affairs. Let us progress; let us 
go forward.

Every reader will see how the liberty the 
Christians advocate develops freedom of 
thought and of expression. There is such va- 
riety in meaning given by the slight changes 
we constantly observe, that it confirms our 
aversion to printing anything officially gotten 
up by committee, or conference, or convention, 
on this subject. That committee of the old 
“Quadrennial Convention” was wise, that had 
been appointed to prepare a statement of the 
principles of the Christians, that came in to 
report, bearing a Bible; and, laying it on the 
table, said, “That’s our statement of princi- 
ples.” Let our preachers write and preach, ac- 
cording to their own understanding on this sub- 
ject, making shadings of thought and develop- 
ment of meaning, according to daily progress ; 
but doing it all as brethren, and not as officials. 
Remain free. 


Rev. F. H. Peters sends us his pamphlet, 
“Our Denominational Rallying Cry,” well 
printed mechanically, and well prepared as to 
literary merit. It is his address delivered at 
the last New England Convention, smooth and 
comparatively interesting. His presentation 
of the principles of our body has clear- 
ness and accuracy. He gives full permission to 
all to use the name Christian, which is right. 
He says “our denominational rallying ¢ry must 
be this—the knowledge of the Christ to all the 
world.” In this, of course, we join with all the 
followers of Jesus; and that may be denomina- 
tional. The failures he points out in our work 
are hardly suggested by the logic of the words 
Rallying Cry. But it may be necessary to 
point out failures, in order to secure the adop- 
tion of a rallying cry. He well calls for money 
for mission work and for high standard of edu- 
cation. He makes his points plain. He empha- 
sizes the importance of the home mission work, 
as compared with the foreign. And especially 
points out the need of it in New England, 
where foreigners have flooded the home field. 
The cause of failures in the cities he cites was 
not the lack of money, but the lack of denomi- 
national enthusiasm and the placing in the pas- 
torates men of other denominations, or men 
of our own that had no denominational en- 
thusiasm or love. They have always injured 
our interests, if the succession of such men con- 
tinued long enough. The historical mistake on 
page 6, to the effect that Napoleon’s soldiers 


were the first that crossed the Alps, is of small 
importance in view of its not interfering with 
the logie of the writer, to the effect that great 
undertakings must be proposed to the people 
inorder to arouse their enthusiasm. For that 
is true. But we should not propose silly un- 
dertakings; and that is realized by all great 
leaders. The address is useful, well written, 
and contains practical truth.

Oyster Bay, SaturpAy, Sept. 8:—“I cannot under- 
stand any American citizen, who has the faintest feel- 
ing of patriotism and devotion to his country, failing 
to appreciate the absolute essential need of religion 
in its broadest sense to the welfare of this coun- 
try.” 

Thus spoke President Roosevelt at the bi-centenary 
celebration of Christ Church, Oyster Bay, to-day, be- 
fore a large gathering of clergymen and- laymen in 
the church, of which Mrs. Roosevelt is a member. 

“If it were not,” continued the President, “that in 
our villages and towns as they have grown up the 
churches have grown in them, symbolizing the fact 
that there were among their foremost workers men 
whose work was not for the things of the body, but 
for the things of the soul, this would not be a nation 
to-day, because the country would not be an abode 
fit for civilized men. 

“It is true that in many things the tendencies at 
work among us to-day are evil, but it is true, also, 
that there are plenty of other tendencies at work 
among us that are good. I do not know that I am 
prepared to assent to the statement that we are so 
much worse than we used to be, but it is not im- 
portant whether, as a matter of academic belief, we 
hold that things have grown better or have grown 
worse. What is of vital importance is that we should 
be resolved to do all in our power now—at this pres- 
ent moment as well as in the future—to make them 
better, and if we are a unit in that belief it is open 
to us to differ as regards the other matter. 

“I believe the different creeds are, in the essentials, 
coming closer together all the time, not because I 
think they are grasping the fact that the way in which 
they can best serve the Lord is by warring against one 
another, but by joining hand in hand, by standing 
shoulder to shoulder in the great struggle against 
unrighteousness, in the great war for decency, for 
honesty, for clean living in the home, no less than in 
the nation. The worth of any creed must, in the long 
run, be judged largely by the conduct of those who 
profess it. The most effective service for Christian- 
ity that can possibly be given is to show in actual life 
that those who profess it give in their conduct an 
approximate expression to the faith that is in them. 

“It is the conduct of the average Christian, not on 
Sunday, but on week days; not in the chureh alone, 
but in bis family and in his relations to his neighbor 
and to the State, that will more than anything else 
determine in the eyes of the general public the worth 
of the creed that man professes. If a man treats 
going to church or mere devotion in word to his creed 
or to the outward forms of his creed, not as an in- 
centive to decent action, but as a substitute for decent 
action, he is in very truth an enemy to the creed he 
professes; he is a drawback, and not a help, to the 
church. 

“That man is not a good Christian who in his busi- 
ness dealings fails te remember that it is incumbent 
upon him to hold a higher standard than his fellows: 
that it is incumbent upon, if be is a very rich man, 
to make it evident alike in the way he earns and the 
way he spends his fortune, that the Word of the Lord 
is to him a living truth and not a dead doctrine. 

“Whenever we read in the newspapers that some 
man, esteemed to be a pillar of the church, has been 
guilty of business dishonesty, or political dishonesty, 
of offenses against the moral law in any shape or 
way, all who are members of the churches should feel 
a far greater disappointment, should feel a greater 
regret by far than those who are not. 

“The nominal Christian, the man who has attended 
to all the outward observations of Christianity, with 
no matter what scrupulous care, who nevertheless em- 
bezzles trust funds, who is a disgrace in business, in 
politics, or in home life, has sinned against the light 
and is more, not less, blameworthy than if he had 
never made profession of belief. Each of us, layman 
and clergyman alike, must strive in our actual con- 
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duct day by day with the people among whom we live 
to make them understand that what we expect from 
Christian folk, if they are sincere in their devotion to 
Christianity, is the highest standard of conduct.” 


Do not fail to read Brother Samuel’s words 
about things to remember. Look among the 
Notices. 


We ask the pardon of our readers for the 
way in which the programme of the American 
Christian Convention was mixed up in the last 
issue of the Heratp. We presume the con- 
fusion was caused by mistake in moving the 
type in the composition room. We will try to 
have the matter put in proper order for this 
issue. 


In every denomination there is good; not 
only in the people belonging to it, but in the 
sect itself. We would not except the Roman 
Catholic or Greek Church, But when we say 
that we do not mean that we are to adopt 
sectarianism. Let us see all the points. Every 
denomination, also, has its heroes and great 
and good men. All these should attract our 
love; and we should hold ourselves as brethren 
to all: Thomas a Kempis, John Knox, Martin 
Luther, Wm. Penn, Roger Williams, all. Let 
us recognize every one that is a child of God. 





Again we call the attention of our brethren 
to the need of effecting a reform, to which we 
have not yet heard of any opposition: the sup- 
plying of destitute churches and the utiliza- 
tion of the abilities of unemployed ministers. 
Our executive officers can effect this great work 
for the cause, if it is assigned to them by the 
convention. 5 

3ut the convention should discuss the sub- 
ject, and outline some plan. It should not be 
left an ill-defined project. The principles gov- 
erning it should be determined at Huntington, 
so that we may relieve officers of undeserved 
blame and also impose responsibility on them. 
.We hope the Huntington Convention will not 
submit to see this subject again buried. 

The Christian church building at Randolph, 
Vermont, has been already torn down, and the 
foundation of a music hall is built or being 
built on the site. The name of the “union” 
organization is “Bethany Congregational 
Church.” 

Some of our brethren say “there is no dan- 
ger,” when we are discussing such events. It 
would be more reasonable to say, There is no 
good to the cause of Christ at large, nor to the 
cause of the Christians by such events, while 
we are asking for collections to build churches 
and support missionaries. 

The writer remembers an incident: When 
Antioch College was being dedicated he was 
standing, a little lad, by the side of his mother, 
Mrs. E. J. Summerbell, the wife of Elder N. 
Summerbell. Mrs. Robinson, afterward the 
wife of the celebrated Elder Josiah Knight, 
was standing on the other. The great Elder 
I. N. Walter presented the keys of the college 
building to Hon. Horace Mann, whose associa- 
tion previous to that time had been with Uni- 
tarians, though he was never a member of any 
of their societies. The unrivaled eloquence of 
Walter will linger in the memory of every one 
who ever heard it; and when he concluded and 
presented the keys to Horace Mann, Mrs. Sum- 
merbell said, 

“There, we have given away our college.” 

Mrs. Robinson exclaimed, “Sister Summer- 
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bell, you must not talk so;” and said other 
words of reproof which we cannot now recall. 
Mrs. Summerbell merely replied, 

“Wait, and you will see.” 

We assert that Mrs. Summerbell understood 
realities better than Mrs. Robinson. And we 
also assert that those who now say there is no 
danger lack historic understanding and pro- 
phetic instinct.

Let Me Make a Suggestion. 


Dear Eprror:—I have no axe to grind, but 
I would like to serve a purpose! I do not wish 
to be the Publishing Agent of the Christian 
Publishing Association, but I would like to 
make a suggestion concerning that very im- 
portant office. 

I suppose in the approaching session of the 
American Christian Convention, officers will be 
elected. I do not know if the agent will he 
elected at this meeting; but whether he is or 
not, I still wish to make my suggestion for the 
consideration of our noble brotherhood. 

My suggestion is this: Whether we change 
the agent or not, do let us keep a business man 
there, and let us keep our dear preachers in 
the pastoral office and in the pulpit, looking 
after the flock and preaching the gospel, the 
work to which they have been called. 

If God has called a man to preach the gospel 
why should the church call him to business, and 
seemingly seek to turn him away from the 
work to which God has called him? 

Brethren! Do you know it? Our publishing 
interest is no longer a plaything, but it has 


grown to such a business enterprise that it 
needs, and must have, a business man at its 
head, if we are to see its prosperity continued. 

Our preachers generally know something of 
preaching the gospel, but very few of them are 
prepared (and let me say it to their credit, for 
they have been called and have given their lives 
to something else) to attend to a work like 
our publishing interests! 

The Publishing House is now beginning a 
grand career; it is both making money and 
doing good, and it is in fact just getting ready 
for a great career of usefulness. 

Only last year, I am told that it cleared near- 
ly five thousand dollars for the work of the 
Christian church. When did it ever do such 
a thing before? For one, I am opposed to put- 
ting our preachers there to attend to that busi- 
ness. They have other God-given work to do, 
and I am in favor of not hindering them in do- 
ing that work, but let them keep at it, and let 
us keep a business man at the head of the busi- 
ness of the publishing department. Give us a 
good business layman to be our Publishing 
Agent—Brother Hess, or some other, but keep 
our preachers out of that work. 

I believe it was Gen. Grant who once said 
that he never undertook to do but one thing out 
of the line of what he conceived to be his life 
work, and in that he failed. . 

Brethren! I can but believe if we take our 
preachers out of their life work and put them 
to doing a work to which God has not called 
them, wé shall have a failure, too, and instead 
of clearing money each year, we shall go to 
losing it, and, then discouragement will come. 

Brethren, let me repeat it: I do not wish to 
be your agent, I cannot be, because of cireum- 
stances, which I need not detail here, but I do 
wish your attention while I tell you. what I 
believe is for the best interest of the Christian 
church, and what I wish to see done. 

It is this: Put in your choice of our preach- 
ers for editor, for that will only enlarge his 
opportunity for. preaching the gospel through 
the Heratp. Put in your choice for editor of 
the Sunday-school literature, but I beg you to 
give us a good layman, a practical business 
man, to be agent for Publishing House. 
Grant this one request, and I shall feel better. 

Wishing the cause of the CHRISTIANS every 
blessing from our Father’s bountiful hand, and 
the greatest blessing upon all of our PREACH- 
ERS, Who have been called to preach the ever- 
lasting gospel, and praying that God may lead 
his people to keep a good business man, a lay- 
man if you please, at the business end of our

A Plea For Union. 


There is much being said these days about 
the union of Christ’s followers. This is a grand 
theme and one that lies near to our hearts, and 
yet it is one that has done more to rend us 
asunder and divide and cut off some of our 
forces than any other subject. Hence this plea 
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for union, not with other bodies, but with our- 
selves. This agitation of union lost us the 
large part of Pennsylvania and Kentucky; it 
has lost us a part of Michigan; it has lost us 
an interest in Antioch College and Meadville 
Theological School; it has lost us many in- 
dividual churches and bright men, until our 
hearts are sore and we cry out, “Agitate no 
more.” It may be said, “What matters it what 
becomes of us as a denomination so that the 
cause of union is advanced?” Are we narrow 
when we say that the Christians have the only 
basis on which the followers of Christ can ever 
unite? If this be true, whatever force disinte- 
grates or destroys our denomination tends to 
destroy the influence which will draw Chris- 
tians together. My plea for union is, Cease 
this agitation which is rending us and causing 
disunion; an agitation that is separating breth- 
ren; an agitation that is causing one brother 
to look with eyes of suspicion upon another 
brother. Let us cement ourselves together and 
devote our energies to the upbuilding of God’s 
cause as represented by our church. 

If some of the brethren of the East and of 
the West have been too zealous for union with 
other denominations, for the sake of that union 
which you love, stop it, and so proclaim aloud. 
If any have been too aggressive in opposition, 
stop it for the sake of the cause which you love 
and proclaim it aloud. Let there be a concert 
of approvals from each side in Heratp and 
Messenger. 

If there has been too much zeal and work 
for office on both sides, let there be a stop just 
now, and let there be a going up to the Con- 
vention at Huntington with no “axes to grind,” 
no offices to secure, but let a clear, unbiased 
majority voice its sentiments in the election of 
each officer. Let there be not even the sem- 
blance of a “ring” trying to control the Con- 
vention. Be assured, dear brethren all, that 
in this way, and in this way only, can there be 
peace and union. 

We cannot afford, for the sake of personal 
aggrandizement, to continue this agitation. It 
is destroying our life and hopes for the future. 
Both sides must yield, both must surrender, 
simply this, both promise that we will cease 
to do that which is dividing and destroying— 
agitating the question of union with other de- 
noimnations pro and con; instead of this agita- 
tion let each see how much he can do and say 
to get nearer in union with his brother. 

Instead of spending our energies at Hunt- 
ington to elect our candidate or to defeat the 
opponent of our candidate, why not use our 
strength in planning great advance steps in 
lines of Christian activity? God cannot and 
will not bless a people that spends its force in 
contention. How sadly we need better facili- 
ties for theological training for our young men 
preparing for the ministry! Let’s plan for this. 
How sadly we need money and men for that 
great and rapidly developing West and North- 
west, that churches may be planted there! Let’s 
plan for that. How sadly we need more men 
and money for the foreign field! Let’s plan 
for this work also. And thus I might go on 
from one field to another till the heart grows 
sad and the brain dizzy over the work to be 
done; and then to think that we are so,thought- 
lessly wasting our time in this unseemly search 
for the small things. We are ashamed of it, 
are we not? Let us raise our voices as one that 
this shall cease. Do not wait to say, “I will if 
the other side will.” Stop at any rate, and 


trust to the manhood and loyalty of the other 


brethren, for they are loyal, they are true and 
will stop. These brethren are true on both 
sides, we are simply looking at them from the

Baptism. 

There is a denomination in this country 
which styles itself Reformers, Disciples, and 
Christians. It was founded by Mr. Alexander 
Campbell, of Bethany, West Virginia. He 
claimed to have discovered the gospel of Christ 
amid the rubbish of antiquity. Mr. Campbell 
appeared as the pole-star—as a restorer of the 
ancient order of things. The doctrines taught 
by this denomination are: 1. That Christ was 
not king until after his ascension into heaven. 
2. That the gospel of the kingdom was not 
preached until the Day of Pentecost, and then 
by Peter. 3. That faith, repentance, and bap- 
tism, are inseparably connected, and that bap- 
tism is in order to the remission of sins—the 
means by which man is pardoned. 

From this I most widely dissent, claiming, 
first, that Christ was king while on earth. I 
will now introduce Scripture to prove this 
point: “Saying, Where is he that is born King 
of the Jews? for we have seen his star in the 
east, and are come to worship him.” Matt. 
2:2. Not that he would be a king, but he was 
a king then. “Nathaniel answered and saith 
unto him, Rabbi, thou art the Son of God; thou 
art the King of Israel.” John 1:49. Was he 
the Son of God? Then he was the king of 
Israel. It is as plainly taught in this text that 
he was a king as it is that he was the Son of 
God, and to deny the one would be to deny the 
other. “Tell ye the daughters of Sion, Behold, 
the King cometh unto thee, meek, and sitting 
upon an ass, and a colt, the foal of an ass. And 
the multitudes that went before and that fol- 
lowed, cried, saying, Hosannah to the Son of 
David; blessed is he that cometh in the name 
of the Lord.” Matt. 21:5,6. He rode as a 
king; not that he would be a king sometime 
thereafter; otherwise the prophecy would not 
have been fulfilled. And when Pilate inquired, 
“Art thou a king then?” Jesus answered, 
“Thou sayest that I am a king.” This was as 
much as to say, “I am what you have justly 
inferred—a king.” 

2. We will now introduce Scripture to prove 
that the gospel of the kingdom was preached 
before the Day of Pentecost. “From that time 
Jesus began to preach, and to say, Repent, 
for the kingdom of heaven is at hand.” Matt. 4: 
17. When I receive a letter from a friend, say- 
ing, “Your letter is at hand,” I understand that 
he has received my letter. And when Christ 
told the Jews that the kingdom of heaven was 
at hand, I understand that it was present. 
“Now after that John was put in prison, Jesus 
came into Galilee preaching the gospel of the 
kingdom of God, and saying, The time is ful- 
filled, and the kingdom of God is at hand; re- 
pent ye, and believe the gospel.” Mark 1: 14, 15. 
Christ told the Jews to repent and believe the 
gospel; not a gospel to come, that was to be 
preached at some future time, but to believe 
the gospel he was now preaching—the very 
same gospel that is to be preached in all the 
world. “And this gospel of the kingdom shall 
be preached in all the world, for a witness unto 
all nations.” Matt. 14:14. The Pharisees ac- 
cused Christ of casting out devils by Beelzebub, 
the prince of the devils. But Christ told them, 
“T cast out devils by the Spirit of God; then 
the kingdom of God is come unto you.” Matt. 
12:28. Which will you believe, the Pharisees 


or Christ? Dare you contradict the blessed 
Jesus? “The law and the prophets were until 
John; since that time the kingdom of God is 
preached, and every man presseth into it.” 
Luke 16:16. “For behold the kingdom of God 
is within you.” Luke 17:21. We have now 
shown that Christ was a king, and that he had 
a kingdom while in the world, and that he 
preached the gospel of the kingdom, and that 
“it was confirmed unto us by them that heard 
him.” Heb. 2:3. 

3. We will now prove what kind of a king- 
dom Christ set up. Pilate said unto Jesus, “Art 
thou the King of the Jews?” Jesus did not 
deny, but answered, “My kingdom is not of 
this world; if my kingdom were of this world, 
then would my servants fight.” That is, he 
would have defended himself as king and his 
kingdom, the same as all kingdoms of this 
world are defended by the sword. “For the 
kingdom of God is not meat and drink, but 
righteousness, and peace, and joy in the Holy 
Ghost.” Rom. 17:17. “For the kingdom of 
God is not in word, but in power.” I Cor. 4: 20. 
Christ taught his disciples to pray, “Thy king- 
dom come,” the meaning of which is that his 
kingdom was not secular—was not of the 
nature nor for the purposes of temporal 
thrones, but spiritual and religious merely. 
And as the kingdom of heaven is spiritual, 
and the worship spiritual, the door through 
which we are inducted into the kingdom must 
also be spiritual. Christ says, “I am the door; 
by me if any man enter in he shall be saved.” 
Paul, in his letter to the Ephesians, speaking 
of the exaltation of Christ, says, “And hath put 
all things under his feet, and gave him to be 
the head over all things to the church, which 
is his body, the fullness of him that filleth all 
in all.” Eph. 1: 22,23. Paul says, “Christ is 
the head of the body, the church; so we, being 
many, are one body in Christ, and every one 
members one of another.” Christ says, “I am 
the vine, ye are the branches; he that abideth 
in me and I in him, the same bringeth forth 
much fruit.” And as the branch is nourished 
by the sap that flows into it from the vine, so 
every Christian is nourished by the Spirit of 
God. “In whom ye also are builded together 
for an habitation of God through the Spirit.” 
Eph. 2: 22. 

We will now introduce an argument showing 
that baptism in water, as a means, is not to 
procure the remission of sins, and in fact is no 
evidence of pardon. It is a sign of remission, 
an outward sign of an inward work upon the 
heart effected by the Holy Spirit. Baptism in 
water is a literal thing, the new birth is spirit- 
ual, and as like begets like, so that which is 
born of the Spirit is spirit, and that which is 
born of the water must be water, as that which 
is born of the flesh is flesh. As light answers 
to the eye, and water to thirst, so spirit must 
answer to spirit. Baptism in water cannot 
procure the remission of sins and give to man 
the evidence of the same. If baptism in water 
is to procure the remission of sins, and this be 
the only means by which sins are remitted, 
why has not the inspired penman, in referring 
to Christian believers, spoken of it in this way, 
saying, We are saved by water; by this we 
know that we have passed from death unto 
life, because we have been baptized in water, 
and by it are saved? This would be true if wa- 
ter were to procure remission of sins. But 
what saith Paul? “Even when we were dead 
in .sins he has quickened us together with 
Christ (by grace ye are saved).” Not one word 
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about water! “For by grace are ye saved, 
through faith, and that not of yourselves; it is 
the gift of God; not of works, lest any man 
should boast”—lest some priest should say, “I 
declare your sins forgiven by baptism in wa- 
ter.” It is clear that every one that is baptized 
for the remission of sins, the administrator in 
the act declares the sins forgiven, and upon the 
administrator depends the forgiveness, for the 
man cannot baptize himself, Christ cannot 
baptize him in water, and he cannot be par- 
doned without it. If man does not, who does? 
We would now ask, What has God to do with 
the church, or with forgiveness, if the Disciple 
doctrine be true? “He has given us the Bible; 
that is his Word, and the Spirit is all in the 
Word, the Bible; and the administrator de- 
clares the sins forgiven by the act of immer- 
sion in water.” So God has nothing to do with 
man’s forgiveness according to the Disciple 
doctrine. 

We will now notice John’s baptism. John 
says, “I indeed baptize you with water unto re- 
pentance.” Matt. 3:2. They were not bap- 
tized before they repented in order to repent- 
ance—to procure repentance. When the Pbar- 
isees came to John to be baptized of him in 
Jordan, he exhorted them to bring forth there- 
fore fruits meet for repentance. Again: “Jesus 
was baptized of John into Jordan,” not to pro- 
cure Jordan, not for Jordan, but (eis) into Jor- 
dan. So John baptized (eis) unto repentance, 
not for or to procure repentance, but having 
repented, they were then baptized. 

4. We will now notice the preaching of the 
apostle Peter. His first sermon.was in Acts 
2:38: “Repent and be baptized, every one of 
you, in the name of Jesus Christ, for the remis- 
sion of sins, and ye shall receive the gift of 
the Holy Ghost.” Peter’s second sermon is Acts 
3:19: “Repent ye, therefore, and be converted, 
that your sins may be blotted out.” His third 
sermon is Acts 10: 43-48: “To him give all the 
prophets witness, that through his name 
whosoever believeth in him _ shall receive 
While Peter yet spake 
these words the Holy Ghost fell on all them 
which heard the word....For they heard 
them speak with tongues, and magnify 
God. Then answered Peter, Can any 
man forbid water, that these should not be bap- 
tized, which have received the Holy Ghost as 
well as we? And he commanded them to be 
baptized in the name of the Lord.” We have 
now three sermous by Peter. In the first he 
says, “Repent and be baptized, every one of 
you, in the name of Jesus Christ, unto the re- 
mission of sins.” That is, not to procure, but 
as a sign or acknowledgment of, remission of 
sins. This interpretation harmonizes with the 
preaching of John the Baptist. He baptized 
them—i. e., his disciples—not that they might 
obtain repentance, but as a sign or acknowl- 
edgment that they had repented. Peter’s sec- 
ond sermon—“Repent ye, therefore, and be 
converted, that your sins may be blotted out” 
—shows that man’s forgiveness depends upon 
his repentance and faith in Christ. His third 
sermon to the Gentiles—‘Who, when they had 
received the word, were commanded to be bap- 
tized. Can any man forbid water, that these 
should not be baptized which have received 
the Holy Ghost as well as we?” These Gentile 
converts received the Holy Ghost before bap- 
tism in water, hence they were not baptized in 
order to procure the remission of sins, but after 
their sins were pardoned and they had received 
the Holy Ghost they were commanded to be 


remission of sins. 


baptized, having purified their hearts by faith. 
“To him give all the prophets witness that, 


through his name, whosoever believeth in him 


shall receive remission of sins.” Peter being 
accused of going in to the Gentiles, maketh his 
defense in the following manner: “And as I 
began to speak the Holy Ghost-fell on them, as 
on us at the beginning. Then remembered I 
the word of the Lord, how he said, John indeed 
baptized with water, but ye shall be baptized 
with the Holy Ghost.” Acts 11:15-17. “Foras- 
much then as God gave them the like gift as he 
did unto us who believed on the Lord Jesus 
Christ, what was I that I could withstand 
God?” Again: “And when there had been 
much disputing Peter rose up and said unto 
them, Men and brethren, ye know how that a 
good while ago God made choice among us, 
that the Gentiles, by my mouth,-should hear 
the word of the gospel, and believe. And God, 
which knoweth the hearts, bare them witness, 
giving them the Holy Ghost even as he did unto 
us. And put no difference between us and 
them, purifying their hearts by faith.” Acts 
15: 7,8. We have now Peter’s explanation of 
his preaching from the beginning. How that 
there was no difference between the Jews and 
Gentiles, and that the heart of the Gentile was 
purified just the same as the heart of the Jew, 
and both were purified by faith. Again: “See- 
ing ye have purified your souls in obeying the 
truth through the Spirit, being born again, 
not of corruptible seed, but of incorruptible.” 
I Peter 1: 22, 23. “Ye also, as lively stones, are 
built up a spiritual house, an holy priesthood, 
to offer up spiritual -sacrifices acceptable to 
God by Jesus Christ.” I Peter 2:5. 

We will now notice I Peter 3: 20,21: “When 
once the long-suffering of God waited in the 
days of Noah while the ark. was preparing, 
wherein few, that is eight souls, were saved 
by water. The like figure whereunto even bap- 
tism doth also now save us—not the putting 
away of the filth of the flesh, but the answer of 
a good conscience toward God—by the resur- 
rection of Jesus Christ.” In this passage we 
have a figure, and a figure is a representation, 
a likeness. And as Noah and his family were 
righteous before they entered into the ark, so 
is man to be pardoned of his sins, through 
faith in Christ, before baptism in water. Noah 
was saved by water, by remaining in the afk, 
and doing as God told him. So every Christian 
is saved by doing his duty—by being baptized, 
by having mercy, by walking with God, and 
keeping himself unspotted from the world, to 
live faithful until he arrives at heaven; as Noah 
remained in the ark until it rested upon the 
mount. “Not the putting away of the filth of 
the flesh, but the answer of a good conscience 
toward God;” not an evil conscience that was 
to be made good by being baptized in water; 
but having a good conscience, then be baptized. 

We will notice Paul’s preaching. Paul’s mis- 
sion was to the Gentiles: “Unto whom now I 
send thee, to open their eyes, and to turn them 
from darkness to light, and from the power of 
Satan unto God, that they may receive for- 
giveness of sins, and inheritance among them 
which are sanctified by faith that is in me.” 
From Paul’s mission we learn that man’s sal- 
vation depended on repentance and faith in 
Christ, in harmony with Acts 13: 38,39: “Be 
it known unto you, therefore, men and breth- 
ren, that through this man is preached unto 
you the forgiveness of sins. And by him all 
that believe are justified from all things.” This 
comprehends the whole, all things, and 
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Iknow of nothing outside the all things.” 
Again: Rom. 5:1: “Therefore being justi- 
fied by faith, we have peace with God 
through our Lord Jesus Christ, by whom 
also we have access -by faith into this 
grace wherein we stand, and rejoice in hope of 
the glory of God.” Gal. 2:16: “Knowing that 
a man is not justified by the works of the law, 
but the faith of Jesus Christ, that we might be 
justified by the faith of Christ.” We will now 
notice Rom. 6:3,4: “Know ye not that so 
many of us as were baptized unto Jesus Christ 
were baptized unto his death?” i. e., were bap- 
tized (eis) unto Christ, just in the same sense 
that the fathers were all baptized (eis) unto 
Moses in the cloud, and in the sea. The fa- 
thers were not put (eis) into Moses by baptism, 
neither were the Romans put (eis) into Christ 
by being baptized in water, but were conse- 
crated, or dedicated, unto his service. 

As parallel passages we will refer the reader 
to Paul’s letter to Galatians 3: 26,27: “For ye 
are all the children of God by faith in Christ 
Jesus.” In this passage the apostle tells us how 
we are made the children of God—that we are 
made his children by faith; but we are no- 
where told in his word that we are made the 
children of God by being baptized in water, 
which would be the case if we are to be bap- 
tized as an outward sign of an inward Work. 
For as many of you, who are the children of 
God by faith in Christ Jesus, as have been bap- 
tized (eis) unto Christ, have put on Christ. In 
Paul’s letter to Romans 13:14, you will find 
that Christians are commanded to put on the 
Lord Jesus Christ. Rom. 3:25: “Whom God 
hath sent forth to be a propitiation, through 
faith in his blood, to declare his righteousness 
for the remission of sins that are past, through 
the forbearance of God. To declare, I say, at 
this time his righteousness, that he might be 
just, and the justifier of him who believeth in 
Jesus.” We are not saved by the law of works 
—not by baptism in water, for that would be 
works—but by the law of faith. Rom. 3: 27. 
In Acts 16:30 is recorded Paul’s discourse to 
the Philippian jailer: “Then he called for a 
light, and sprang in, and came trembling and 
fell down before Paul and Silas, and brought 
them out and said, Sirs, what must I do to be 
saved? And they said, Believe on the Lord 
Jesus Christ and thou shalt be saved, and thy 
house.” Here is a question asked by a trem- 
bling sinner. The answer was, “Believe on the 
Lord Jesus Christ, and thou shalt be saved.” 
This teaches us that no outward ordinance 
necessarily precedes pardon, or is a condition 
of it. 

We will now notice Acts 22:16: “And 
now, why tarriest thou? Arise and be baptized 
and wash away thy sins, calling on the name 
of the Lord.” This passage is quoted by the 
followers of A. Campbell to prove that Paul 
was commanded to be baptized in order to pro- 
cure the remission of his sins, and that his sins 
could not be forgiven without baptism, and 
that he was a sinner until baptized. From 
this interpretation I most widely dissent, for 
the following reasons: This was something 
that Paul was to do himself. Could he forgive 
his own-sins? Paul tells us that “Christ came 
into the world to save sinners, of whom I am 
chief ;” which would not be true if Paul saved 
himself. 

Again, and the Lord said unto him (Ana- 
nias), “Arise, and go into the street which is 
called Straight, and inquire. in the house of 
Judas for one called Saul of Tarsus, for behold, 
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he prayeth, and hath seen in a vision a man 
named Ananias coming in and putting his 
hands on him, that he might receive liis sight. 
Then Ananias answered, Lord I have heard by 
many of this man, how much evil he hath done 
to the saints at Jerusalem. But the Lord said 
unto him, Go thy way, for he is a chosen vessel 
unto me to bear my name before the Gentiles, 
and kings, and the children of Israel. 

“And Ananias went his way, and entered into 
the house, and putting his hands on him said, 
Brother Saul, the Lord, even Jesus that ap- 
peared unto thee in the way as thou camest, 
hath sent me that thou mightest receive thy 
sight, and be filled with the Holy Ghost. And 
immediately there fell from his eyes as it had 
been scales, and he received sight forthwith, 
and arose and was baptized.” From these pas- 
sages we learn, first, that Paul-piayed; second, 
Ananias put his hands upon him—owned him 
as his brother; third, received his sight; fourth, 
and received the Holy Ghost—all of which took 
place before he was baptized. 

It was known that Paul was a persecutor of 
the Christians; they were afraid of him, and 
how could he better remove that fear and show 
his faith in Christ than to be baptized, and 
thereby show to all that he was a believer in 
Christ, to submit to the ordinance as an out- 
ward sign of an inward work? Acts 9: 11-16. 
There is but one case in the New Testament 
where an unpardoned sinner was baptized, and 
that was Simon. He was not pardoned in bap- 
tism, but was directed to pray for his pardon. 
Acts 8:23. Philip baptized the Ethiopian up- 
on his confessing faith in Christ. “And he an- 
swered and said, I believe that Jesus Christ 
is the Son of God.” 

This is also in harmony with the teaching of 
Paul to the Romans. Romans 10:8-10: “But 
what saith it? The word is nigh thee, even in 
thy mouth, and in thy heart; that is, the word 
of faith which we preach; that if thou shalt 
confess with thy mouth the Lord Jesus, and 
shall believe in thine heart that God hath 
raised him from the dead, thou shalt be saved. 
For with the heart man believeth unto right- 
eousness, and with the mouth confession is 
made unto salvation.” Through faith, and con- 
fessing with the mouth the Lord Jesus Christ, 
man obtains the remission of sins. Nothing 
can be plainer than this. 

Jesus was baptized, not to procure the re- 
mission of sins, for he had no sins to remit, nor 
as a door into the church, but “to fulfill all 
righteousness.” He came to John to be bap- 
tized, thereby acknowledging his authority as 
his forerunner, that he believed in him, etc. 
We would baptize those whose sins are remit- 
ted. They are the children of God. “Ye are 
all children of God by faith in Christ.” “All 
that believe are justified from all things.” We 
baptize only those who love God. “And every 
one that loveth is born of God, and knoweth 
God.” You will find by examining the New 
Testament Scriptures that the law of forgive- 
ness is the same, and that there is perfect har- 
mony running all through the book, and that 
neither Christ nor his apostles require baptism 
before pardon in order to procure the remission 
of sins. In Luke 11: 9,10, you will find the con- 
ditions of pardon: “And I say unto you, Ask, 
and it shall be given you; seek, and ye shall 
find; knock, and it shall be opened unto you. 
For every one that asketh receiveth, and he 
that seeketh findeth; and to him that knocketh 
it shall be opened.” The thief upon the cross 
was pardoned without baptism. He was peni- 
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tent. The Savior said to him, “This day shalt 
thou be with me in paradise.” The publican 
prayed and smote his breast, saying, “God be 
merciful to me a sinner ;” and he was justified. 
In order that the reader may better understand 
the law of forgiveness, we will refer to Luke 
17:3: “If thy brother trespass against thee, re- 
buke him; and if he repent, forgive him.” Paul, 
in Ephesians 4:32, says, “Forgiving one an- 
other even as God for Christ’s sake hath for- 
given you.” I ask, Is baptism to precede par- 
‘don to a brother? is he to be baptized before we 
can forgive him? If he is not, then we are not 
to be baptized before God can forgive us, for 
the conditions of pardon are the same. 

There was a man of the Pharisees named 
Nicodemus, a ruler of the Jews. The same went 
to Jesus by night, and acknowledged him a 
teacher from God. “Jesus said unto him, ver- 
ily, verily I say unto thee, except a man be born 
again he cannot see the kingdom of God.” 
John 3:3. The new birth Nicodemus did not 
understand ; but Christ assures him that a man 
must be born of the Spirit, or never enter the 
kingdom of God. The sentence, born of water, 
in the fifth verse, is the same as to say, born of 
flesh; in fact there is no such thing as being 
born of literal water. A man may be baptized 
in water; but that is entirely a different thing 
from being born of water. It is not to be so 
understood according to Christ’s own explana- 
tion, saying, “that which is born of the flesh is 
flesh, and that which is born of the Spirit is 
spirit.” If Christ’s discourse to Nicodemus was 
to teach him that the new birth is baptism in 
water, would there have been any mystery about 
it? Christ’s explanation of the new birth is, 
“The wind bloweth where it listeth, and thou 
hearest the sound thereof, but canst not tell 
whence it cometh, and whither it goeth. So is 
every one that is born of the Spirit. We speak 
that we do know, and ye receive not our wit- 
ness.” 

Baptism in water, being a literal thing, can 
not satisfy a spiritual demand. God being a 
spirit, he must be worshiped in spirit, and 
when the spiritual worshiper bows before God, 
he hears and answers his prayer, pardons his 
sins, and gives his spirit to assure him that his 
sins are forgiven. This agrees with the teach- 
ing of the apostle in Corinthians 2:12: “Now, 
we have received not the spirit of the world, 
but the spirit which is of God, that we might 
know the things that are freely given to us of 
God.” I John 2:27: “But the anointing which 
ye have received of him abideth in you, and ye 
need not that any man teach you; but as the 
same anointing teacheth you of all things and 
is truth, and is no lie, and even as it hath 
taught you, let us abide by the Word.”

The result of the 
above came out of the plan that came up at DAY- 
MOTTE two years ago, when the conference asked 
twenty-five cents per member as an extension fund. 
Some fifteen churches responded in full. A goodly 
number gave nothing, so in the revision of the rules, 
the committee thought that with justice to the giver 
and with respect to the non-giver, that ten cents 
should only be fair and all would respond like 
Christian men and women. It is much to be regretted 
that some churches are very indifferent relative to 
this very important matter, and some members re- 
fusing to give the ten cents. Let a circus be adver- 
tised, and I’ll tell you that there will be a hustling, 
not to get a dime, but to get dimes, that when the 
gala day comes that they might be in readiness, even 
though the cause of Christ be ignored. I advocate 
consistency, and surely consistency in this case 
means God’s cause first. There is prosperity in our 
land, and we have shared it equal to any other peo- 
ple, yet to get out of the old ruts and move upon 
a higher plane of usefulness is sometimes hard work. 
Brethren, hand over the ten cents to the collectors 
and pray God’s blessing to follow it to its field of 
usefulness. God bless the closing scenes of our con- 
ference year.—J. M. PLUNKETT.

Keeping the Schools Before the 
People. 


Publicity is said to be necessary for the 
regulation of corporations, and it is most plain- 
ly essential for the building and maintenance 
of a school depending upon denominational or 
general voluntary support. The people must 
know about the institution before they mani- 
fest or feel interest in it. To keep an institu- 
tion properly before the public is one of the 
secrets of success. 

This is not an easy matter, for the dignity 
of the institution must be maintained by mak- 
ing public only those things that are worthy 
and worth while. Modesty must not be forgot- 
ten by appearing to boast or glory unduly in 
what may seem largely personal achievements. 
Regard must be had for accuracy that false 
impressions do not result, and there must be 
all the time something doing—something new. 

Then there is the question of the method of 
publicity. How shall the public be apprised 
of the character, the environment, the daily 
life and the needs of the school? Personal con- 
tact is doubtless most effective, and of forms of 
that personal touch, that which is unofficial is 
of most value. No church school can afford 
to miss the advertising that spreads from hearty 
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commendation spontaneously given by its stu- 
dents. This can be had only when the student 
body has caught the school spirit and is united 
in building up their own institution. 

Next, perhaps, in value is. official representa- 
tion in public gatherings and in private con- 
tact. Not only for gathering means, but for 
cultivating fields from which ~students may 
naturally be drawn, should a college representa- 
tive be active among the people. , 

Conferences naturally included within the 
province of a particular institution may very 
properly have on their programs something 
that will make the brethren better acquainted 
with their school, and turn the minds of the 
youth that way. Often children, from a single 
early impression, incline toward particular 
schools and not infrequently does such inclina- 
tion prove the determining influence in decid- 
ing the place of their later study. 

More extensively than these methods may 
be the use of the press, the personal letter and 
the mails. For general information and an- 
nouncements the publication of some printed 
matter is necessary. The schools that support 
a regular school periodical, even at some ex- 
pense, make a good investment. How some of 
us years ago—more or fewer—used to go 
through every paragraph of the college cata- 
logue, weigh every word, balance every condi- 
tion, and calculate when we could go and how 
it would all be! And when a letter came from 
the president or secretary of the college ex- 
pressing the hope that the school might count 
on us—from that time we were in spirit mem- 
bers of that school. 

If the schools are properly before the people, 
the people will be back of the schools.

PRIMARY SUNDAY-SCHOOL HELPS. 
BY HELEN RUTH MAGNER. 


Note :—Hereafter these helps will be published 
a week ahead of the date of the lesson, so as to reach 
those teachers whose paper does not arrive the week 
of publication. If any reader of this column has sug- 
gestions or criticisms to make to the writer we shall 
gladly receive them. It is our earnest desire to make 
this. work practically helpful. If any teacher in the 
Central Illinois Conference, who reads this, failed to 
receive or reply to the question blanks sent out by 
the primary secretary before conference, will you 
please help her by writing in regard to the matter, to 
the address given below. 


In teaching this temperance lesson let us be care- 
ful to emphasize the real meaning of temperance as 
it may be applied to the children themselves, rather 
than to teach solely in regard to intoxicants, as is 
the custom. The average child is in more danger 
from intemperance in eating, temper, etc., than from 
strong drink, though that, too, should be taught 
against. From experience, I personally prefer not to 
have primary children sign pledges, though I would 
teach them in verse and song. 

When Paul was a very little boy he sometimes did 
not like to help me with my work. One day I needed 
help, but he was inclined to be lazy, so I told him to 
find me a man that would help. He said he knew a 
man he could get, and went around the house for 
him... When he came back there was no one with 
him, but before I could ask for the man, he came up 
and said, “I came to help you, Paul said you wanted 
me.” I saw that this was a new game so I said, “All 
right, sir, what is your name?” “My name is Jim, 
and I’ll do whatever you want,” he answered. After 
this whenever Paul felt lazy I would call for Jim and 
he would at once become a man ready to work for me. 
You see he was making two people of himself. Paul 
was a lazy boy, but Jim was a helpful fellow ; yet they 
were one and the same. Did you ever play that way? 

I read of a little girl, who, when she went to bed at 
night, would tell mamma to be sure not to awake the 
bad little girl next morning. She meant that she 
wanted to be a good girl, but she knew that some- 


times she was naughty, and this, she said, was be- 
cause there were two little girls in her, one good 
and one bad. Do you think this is true? Of course 
there were not really two girls, but there were two 
different natures in her as in each of us—a good 
nature, and a bad one. Sometimes we want to do 
right and then the good nature is leading us; other 
times we want to be bad, or feel like we can’t help it, 
then we are letting the bad nature control us. There 
was once a man named Paul who knew and wrote 
about these two natures. Many of the books of the 
New Testament are letters which he wrote to churches 
where he had preached. Our lesson to-day is part 
of one of those letters written to the church at Gala- 
tia, whose members had been heathens or idol wor- 
shipers until Paul told them about Jesus. In this 
letter he is telling them about these two natures, and 
how, if they really love Jesus, they. must learn to 
keep the bad nature down and be led by the good one. 


Paul calts the bad nature in us the flesh, and the 
good nature the spirit, and he speaks of them as if 
they were trees bearing fruit. He tells several things 
that are the fruits of the flesh, or bad nature, and 
several that are fruits of the Spirit. Let us talk 
about some of them as we write them here on the 
board. (It will be helpful to draw two trees, simple 
outlines will do; one crooked, thorny, and bearing the 
evil fruits; the other shapely and neat with ‘the good 
fruit. For the fruit, draw an apple or a circle on a 
branch of the tree for each fruit as named, writing 
the name beside it. (Or simply make a list of the 
fruits named.) This tree will represent the bad 
nature which Paul called the Flesh. (Write word 
flesh). This one the good nature or Spirit. (Write). 
Here is a sour apple on this tree which Paul calls 
HatTreD (write). Does this bad nature ever lead us 
to hate others? We must be careful, if we would be 
Jesus’ friends, to not let this fruit grow in our lives. 
He will help the good. nature to bear this sweet 
fruit, and make us loving if we will ask him. (Write 
Love.) Paul says love is a fruit of the Spirit of God 
in our lives. Here is another hard, ugly apple for 
this tree of the Flesh (write WratH). That means 
anger. All of us know how easy it is for this fruit 
to grow, but let us try hard with Jesus’ help to keep 
this pleasant fruit growing in its place, (Write GEeN- 
TLENESS, and contrast it with WratH.) Paul said 
StrirE (write) was another evil fruit; this is the 
fruit that we see when children quarrel and fight. 
A fruit that is much better will grow in our lives 
if we let Jesus help our spirits to bear it. (Write 
PEACE and explain meaning.) Another fruit Paul 
named seems a little thing at first, but it leads us to 
be very unhappy. (Write ENvyINe, and explain.) The 
fruit that. should grow in its place is MEEKNEssS. 
(Write, explain.) The last fruits we will name are 
DRUNKENNESS and TEMPERANCE. (Write and talk 
briefly of their ordinary meaning.) Our lesson to-day 
is called a temperance lesson and that always is a 
lesson about the use of strong drink, but we can be 
temperate in many other ways than that. If we eat 
too much, so that our bodies are harmed, we are intem- 
perate in eating. If we allow these bad fruits of 
strife, anger, envy, ete., in our lives, we are intem- 
perate in using self-control. Drunkenness is usually 
considered the worst kind of intemperance, but we 
must learn to be careful not to yield to temptations to 
eat too much, or to get angry easily, ete., or it will 
be very hard to be temperate when we are tempted to 
take strong drink. If you cannot keep from eating 
after you know you have enough, it will be mucb 
harder to keep from drinking beer, etc., when such 
temptations come. Paul says in this letter that peo- 
ple who belong to Jesus must crucify the flesh; that 
is, they must kill the bad nature within them by never 
letting it control them. Jesus will help us to starve 
this bad nature to death, so it can bear no fruits like 
these, (point) by making the good nature, the Spirit, 
so strong in us there is no room for the other nature, 
and our lives will then be full of these good fruits 
(point). Every time we say No, and turn our backs 
upon little temptations to over-eating, anger, envy, 
etc., we are making the bad nature weaker and the 
good nature stronger or causing good fruits of love, 
gentleness and temperance to grow in our lives. Do 
you remember a Golden Text we had last quarter 
which ‘said, ““Whatsoever a man soweth that shall he 
also reap?” ‘That verse is in this letter of Paul’s; 
he used it to tell these Galatians that whichever of 
these fruits they raised in their lives here would be 
the kind they would have to eat in the next life. 
Do you think this ugly, thorny tree could suddenly 
change into a bright, beautiful one with those good 


fruits in place of these bad ones? Neither can a boy 
or a girl grow up with such evil things in his or her 
heart for years, then suddenly go to heaven where all 
is good and pure. If we live in sin here we must ex- 
pect to live in its bad effects in the next life. If we 
sow bad seed we will reap bad fruit. Let us all re- 
peat for our text to-day that same text about sowing 
and reaping, and then ask Jesus to help us this week 
to sow good seed by being temperate in all things.

Re- 
port of ministers: II. Fry reported, F. 
1). Hutton reported. A short, but well 
received address was given by Brother 
A. J. Golden, then conference took re- 
cess until 2 p. m. 








Afternoon session opened by song and 
prayer by Brother -Button.

conference and request that he enter 
upon the Lord’s work at once among 
us. Report adopted. 


The following was also saapaei: That 
after inquiring into the standing of 
Brother A. J. Brickley, of the North 
Missouri Conference, we do invite him 
as soon as practicable to join this con- 
ference; and that he enter into the work 
of his Master among us at once. Com- 
mittee on church extension reported as 
follows: 

Resolved, That this conference ex- 
tend its territory over this southwestern 
part of the state just as fast as we can 
get workers to hold and guard the lines 
of advance, as we do not deem it wise 
to try to occupy more of the field than 


we can take care of in a way that will - 


be a credit to us; but we recommend that 
this conference at all times zealously 
seek to carry the banner of salvation 
forward until the message has been car- 
ried to every settlement in this part of 
the state. We furthermore feel thank- 
ful to our heavenly Father because he 
is answering our prayers and sending 
us more workers to help us in this land 
of wonderful possibilities to. work for 
God.

ANNUAL ADDRESS 


Of Rev. H. L. Lott, President of East- 
ern Indiana Conference. 














Brethren and Sisters of the Eastern In- 
diana Canference :— 

I wish to submit the following for 
your consideration : 

Have we a mission? Can we know 
our mission? Can we perform our mis- 
sion? Can we know when our mis- 
sion is fulfilled? Thus we might go on 
with our interrogations, but these will 
suffice to start the mind upon a tour 
of investigation sufficiently comprehen- 
sive for our present purpose. To all 
these questions there is a single word, 
a monosyllable of three letters that 
gives the correct answer. That word is 
“Yes.” As -a religious people known 
to the world as “Christian,” we have 
as noble a mission as love can conceive, 
or skill execute. As a conference we 
have a mission which is an _ integral 
part of our denominational mission. 
Each local church has a like mission 
in the community in which it is estab- 
lished. And then, as individuals, we 
have a mission,«-a work we are set to 
perform by the Giver of all life. A 
man or woman without a mission, a 
church without a mission, a conference 
without a mission, a religious denomi- 
nation without a mission,—these are 
unthinkable in theory as they are un- 
true to facts. Without a mission there 
would be no apparent justification for 
our continued existence, either as indi- 
viduals, local congregations, confer- 
ences, or denomination. Each individ- 
ual member among our people should 
be the very incarnation of the princi- 
ples of the Christian church, In the 
practical out-goings of the energies of 
our people, certain organizations have 
been effected, which, if we rightly un- 
derstand the matter, are the proper 
channels through which our energies 
will be most effectively directed to the 
accomplishment of the desired result. 
With this conception of their purpose 
and function, these organizations will 
have our most earnest prayer for their 
successful venture, and our heartiest 
sympathetic co-operation, so far as is 
possible, to make their success an as- 
sured fact. These organizations are, 
The American Christian Convention, 
the various conferences, and the local 
churches. But none of these organiza- 
tions can be separated in thought from 
the persons who compose their mem- 
bership. When we meet, next month 
in Huntington, Indiana, ‘in the Ameri- 
ean Christian Convention, we shall meet 
as a number of men and women engag- 
ed in a common cause, to obey the be- 
hests of a common Lord. Met in session 
of the Eastern Indiana Christian Con- 
ference to-day, we meet as a number of 





men and women ‘iianils in a common 
cause, to obey the behests of a common 
Lord. Nor is it different when, in our 
local churches, we meet to plan for the 
success of our own beloved Zion. Men 
and women in the American Christian 
Convention, men and women in the an- 
nual conferences, men and women in 
the meetings of the local congregations, 
—men and women everywhere with one 
and the same unchanging mission, that 
which we have in common with other 
churches, of bringing the world to 
Christ, and that which for a century 
past has been the unique position of the 
“Christians,” of bringing churches of 
different beliefs into a oneness with 
each other,—to emphasize the Scriptural 
statement that Christ is our Master, 
and all we are brethren. Now we may 
with evident propriety inquire, “What 
relations have we who are here as mem- 
bers and delegates in this Eastern Indi- 
ana Christian Conference to this unify- 
ing work?’ Let us see. Individuals 
compose the local churches, ministers 
and delegates from the local churches 
compose the conferences, while these 
have representation by delegates in the 
American Christian Convention. Thus 
link by link the chain extends from the 
individual to the highest body known 
among us; and the tie that binds the 
individual to the church, the church to 
the conference, and the conference to 
the American Christian Convention, 
cannot be severed without harm to the 
bodies thus separated, by reducing the 
effectiveness of both, so far as fulfilling 
the common mission is concerned, thus 
delaying the dawning of the day when 
the prayer of Jesus, ‘That they all may 
be one,” shall be answered, 


If in our investigations we ask of the 
local congregations “What is your mis- 
sion as a religious organization?’ the 
answer of some as interpreted in the 
light of their performance would be, 
“To raise the pastor’s salary.” Not in- 
deed, in the sense of increasing the pas- 
tor’s salary, but of getting the money 
subscribed, and collecting most, if not 
all of the money subscribed. It is to 
be observed that a church that conceives 
its mission to be to raise the pastor’s 
salary seldom succeeds in raising any- 
thing else. Local obligations are seen 
at such short range that they shut out 
from view every distant privilege, op- 
portunity, or duty. This is that char- 
ity falsely so-called that begins at home 
and never goes abroad. This concep- 
tion or rather misconception of the mis- 
sion of the local church may be the re- 
sult of a natural nearsightedness in the 
patient (the church), a defect which 
the physician (the pastor), either 
through the stubbornness of the ailment, 
ignorance of its existence, or lack of 
skill to correct, has failed to cure. And 
yet this is not an unimportant matter. 
By all means raise the salary. With- 
out a faithful performance of this duty, 
the church will, in a large measure, de- 
feat the purpose of its existence, as 
well as to disregard one of the plain- 
est statements of God’s Word, viz: 
“They that preach the gospel shall live 
of the gospel.” And yet, when this 
plainly stated duty is done the church 
has but fulfilled one of the conditions 
by which its continued life and useful- 
ness may be secured, and by which it 
may hope to perform its divinely im- 
posed mission. To fail here means 
death and decay. An obligation which 
God has thrust upon man, may not by 
man be lightly set aside, or ignored at 
will, without incurring a fearful re- 
sponsibility, meriting God’s displeasure, 
and suffering the doom of the faithless. 
The church may discharge all its obli- 
gations to the pastor, and_pro- 
vide for all local needs, and yet go 
into a spiritual decline, and cease to 
be a power for righteousness in the com- 
munity where it is located. In his let- 
to the Romans, Paul thought that “No 
man liveth unto himself.” The prin- 
ciple applies to churches as well as to 
individuals, and the experiment of liv- 
ing for self alone, must necessarily 
result fatally to the person or church 
that makes it. After the faithful dis- 
charge of all loeal obligations, the 
chureh needs to bear in mind that there 
yet remains its obligations to the coi- 
ference of which it is a part, and to the 
American Christian Convention. The 
claims of the conference upon its con- 
stituents are not one whit behind the 
claims of the local church upon its 
members. Because of the very close 
relation between the church and the con- 
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ference there are obligations of the 
highest character upon the church to 
sustain the work of the conference. Any 
financial obligation assumed by the con- 
ference to carry on its legitimate pur- 
poses, the Churches that have member- 
ship in the conference, as well as the 
ministerial members, are morally bound 
to assist in providing for. As the con- 
ference is a delegated body, any church 
being a member of the conference, is 
derelict in a very important duty when 
it fails to send a delegate or delegates 
to represent the interest of that church 
in the work of the conference. And 


_then we must consider the claims of the 


American Christian Convention. As a 
conference we have duties relating to 
the work of the American Christian 
Convention. In fact, the conferences 
through their representatives, associa- 
ated together for a larger sphere of 
labor than that of the local conference, 
are the American Christian Convention, 
as the churches, through their dele- 
gates, are the conferences. To give 
heed to the claims of the American 
Christian Convention, is but to pay 
our regards to interests that are our 
own “writ large.’ If Brother Burnett 
were present and permitted to speak, 
out of his unbounded enthusiasm in re- 
ligious work, and his unquestioned wis- 
dom in insisting upon the proper dis- 
charge of all our obligations, he would 
say that a very important part of the 
mission of the local church is to “Take 
all the A, C. ©. collections,” both as to 
the number of collections, and as to the 
amount of each collection. So say we. 
And the amount apportioned to each 
conference by the American Christian 
Convention, which is in turn apportion- 
ed by the conference to the churches of 
its membership, may or may not repre- 
sent the financial obligation of the 
churches toward the special purposes 
fer which a _ contribution is asked. 
When the conference asks a church to 
raise five dollars for home missions, it 
does not presume tv say _ that the 
church has fulfilled its obligation when 
it has contributed the five dollars. It 
simply* means that five dollars is the 
least amount that the church can give 
to do its part to enable the American 
Christian Convention to carry out its 
plans for home mission work. “As the 
Lord hath prospered you,” was. St, 
Paul’s plan, and it should be the holy 
ambition of the churches to give to 
the various departments of our general 
work not the mere pittance asked for 
by the A. C. C., but to the full measure- 
ment of their ability. We need not go 
far to find a sufficient reason for the 
statement that the church should take 
all the collections, both as to number 
and amount of each collection. In con- 
tributing at the times and for the pur- 
poses as set forth in the calls issued 
by the officers of the American Chris- 
tian Convention, we are but aiding in 
the work which we ourselves have au- 
thorized the Convention to do, And a 
failure to take a part or all of any or 
all of the collections asked for, not only 
cripples and retards the special work 
for which the contribution was asked, 
but far worse, it usually announces that 
the church has little or no interest in 
the special line or lines of work for 
which it gave little or nothing. We 
should need no urging to do the work 
which we have already sanctioned. 


But not the doing of any of these du- 
ties that we have written about, nor 
of all of them combined, is our mission. 
That they are incidental to that mission 
is allowed; but if, to quicken our zeal, 
inspire our hearts, and call into exer- 
cise all our powers of mind and soul, 
there be no higher, deeper, broader con- 
ception of our field, our work, our op- 
portunities, and our privileges, than 
that of work to be done in the interest 
of self alone, then will our zeal abate, 
our hands and hearts soon tire, and the 
work cease. The mission of the church 
is, “The evangelization of the world.” 
“Saved to serve” is perennially true of 
all Christians of all denominations. 
This is a mission most highly exalted, 
calling forth the best that head and 
hand and heart can give for the eman- 
cipation of our fellow-man from the 
thralldom of sin. It is a mission to 
which all man’s ransomed powers are 
called to give tribute. To be a herald 
of the Cross of- Calvary is a position 
that angels may covet. Than this there 
is no loftier work—to plead with man 
to be reconciled to God. 

A century ago God called into exist- 





ence a band of believers to whom was 
given the significant name “Christian,” 
To this people, in addition to the com- 
mon mission of the church, has been 
intrusted the unique work of unifying 
the religious bodies of the world by 
the promulgation of the following prin- 
ciples : 

Jesus the only head and leader of the 
church. 

Christian character the only test of 
chureh fellowship. 

“Christian” the only divinely author- 
ized name for the followers of Christ. 

The Bible the only rule of faith and 
practice, and 

The union of all believers. 

Whether this people were right or 
wrong in their conception of their God- 
given mission, let the history of the 
past century tell. The principles of 
this religious body have so permeated 
other religious bodies that “creed re- 
vision” does not startle, but rather the 
wonder is that it was not done sooner. 
The Bible was never so honored as at 
the present time, and the demand for 
cnaracter as the passport to positions 
of trust and responsibility in the secu- 
lar_as well as in the religious world, 
was never greater than now. And the 
churches are drawing nearer each other 
in a friendly rivalry for first place in 
service to Jesus as their only leader. 

In the light of these facts it will be 
in order to ask if our mission be not 
fulfilled. If not, when will it be ful- 
filled? When can we lay down as com- 
pleted the God-imposed task to which 
our energies have been given for the 
century past? Has the day at last 
dawned in which the Savior’s prayer, 
“That they all may be one,” is to be 
answered? Is the time at hand when 
the churches, so long divided over 
trifles, are to be reunited, and with 
hand in hand, and heart to heart, to- 
gether humbly bow at the feet of the 
world’s Redeemer, caring only to be 
known as the followers of the meek and 
lowly Jesus? If so, then no power from 
above and from beneath shall be able 
to keep them longer apart. If not, then 
no power but the power of the infinite 
Jehovah miraculously exerted, shall 
suffice to bring them together into one 
harmonious whole. Resolutions can 
never bring warring factions into a con- 
dition of peace and harmony; nor will 
they be sufficient to unite any number 
of the many churches into one grand 
glorious body, intent only on doing the 
will of one Lord and Master, Jesus 
Christ. As one has well said (Dr. 
Amory H. Bradford, in official report of 
the Church Federation meeting) : “Vital 
and lasting unity is to be found only 
as we attain unto harmony with him 
who has a place in his providence for 
all classes, all colors, all races, all 
creeds, all phases of religion, all eccen- 
tricities of belief and worship, all gifts 
of speech and service.’ As long as 
there remains a church that excludes 
from its fellowship a_ single disciple 
whom Jesus has received, our mission 
is not fulfilled. With unfaltering trust 
in him who has been our Leader in 
the past, and with confident faith in 
the righteousness of our position, we 
will continue in the way he leads, un- 
til he shall remove from our weary 
shoulders the yoke of service, and with 
his own loving hand place upon our 
wondering brows the “crown of right- 
eousness which the Lord, the righteous 
Judge, shall give—to all who love his 
appearing.” To him be glory and do- 
minion mn forever. Amen.

OYSTER FARMING. 


The scientific method of 
oysters, as advocated by the United 
States Fish Commission, involves the 
use of rearing cases, which are large flat 
boxes six feet long, four feet wide and 
six inches deep, with top and bottom of 
wire gauze. They are placed side by side 
in rows, resting on the bottom in shal- 
low water. In each box are placed as 
many oysters as they will hold—perhaps 
twenty-five or thirty thousand. Here 
they dé¢velop rapidly, suffering very 
slight loss by mortality. Every two 
weeks the biggest are picked out and 
transferred to other cases, in this way 
making room for all to grow. 

After a few months the 
dredges up the _ oysters, which at 
this time are very small—not much 
larger than his thumbnail—and disposes

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of them as “seed” to somebody that 
wants to plant them for future use. An 
oyster is ready for market at about five 
years of age. 

In early infancy the mollusk is a free- 
swimming little animal, which is very 
apt to be eaten by some fish or other 
enemy; or if it escapes this fate, unless 
it finds some hard object to which to 
attach itself, in order that it may be 
elevated above the muddy bottom, it will 
soon smother to death. The female 
oyster produces about sixteen million 
eggs at a spawning, most of which do 
not hatch because they do not come in 
contact with the reproductive cells which 
are set afloat by the male. It is esti- 
mated that only one in two million lives 
to grow up. This may be said to be a 
wise provision of Nature, for if the de- 
scendants of one pair of bivalves all 
lived to maturity they would comprise 
in five generations a bulk more than 
seven times the size of the earth. 

At the free-swimming stage of its 
career the oyster is too small to be seen 
by the naked eye, but when he settles 
down and attaches himself to a rock or 
some other object he grows very rapidly. 
At six weeks of age he is as big as a 
silver ten-cent piece; at one year he is 
from one to one and one-half inches in 
length. If he is well fed, in four or five 
years he will have attained a market- 
able size. If left to himself the oyster is 
quite a long-lived animal, often attain- 
ing an age of twenty-five years, 

One thousand bushels’ of 
oysters leave nearly 
bushels of shells, which accumulate in 
immense heaps about the shucking 
houses. It has been estimated that dur- 
ing the past one hundred years there has 
been landed on the shores of Maryland 
at least fourteen million tons, a quantity 
more than twice suilicient to overload 
and send to the bottom of the sea every 
sailing vessel, steamer, barge and canal 
boat in America. Until recently the 
shucking houses were obliged to pay 
money to get rid of the shells, but now 
they are able to dispose of them for frem 
half a cent to one cent a bushel. Large 
quantities are used in the manufacture 
of cozl gas, as material for roads, in the 
making of special grades of iron, in the 
construction of railway beds, as oyster 
eultch and for chicken food. 

Every year about one hundred ¢ar- 
loads of Eastern oysters are carrtea 
across the continent by rail and planted 
at the Golden Gate. The native Pacific 
oyster does not amount to much, being 
small and poor. After being planted in 
those waters the Chesapeake bivalves 
are allowed to grow until they are large 
enough for the market. The supply has 
to be continually renewed, as owing to 
the low temperature of the water they 
refuse to spawn there, 

The oyster is a very peaceful animal, 
but is not allowed to go undisturbed, for 
there are oe enemies seé¢king to 
terminate its existence. Among these 
the starfish is the most formidable and

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bloodthirsty, swooping down upon an 
oyster town, massacring the inhabitants 
by wholesale. It is estimated that they 
annually destroy one million dollars’ 
worth of the bivalves in Long Island 
Sound. The sting ray, a near relative of 
the devilfish, occasionally raids the beds 
with most disastrous results, giving the 
appearance at low tide as if hogs had 
been rooting in them. Among other 
enemies that the oyster has to contend 
with are the “borer,” which commits its 
assault by drilling a hole through the 
shell, going to work just as a man would 
use an auger. And there is the “winkle,” 
which crushes the oyster by muscular 
pressure, and is particulaply destructive 
to the young oyster. The “winkle” is a 
name applied to many species of large 
conchs, which are also a terrible enemy 
to the oyster. They envelop the help- 
less bivalve in the concave under surface 
of their feet, crush the shell to frag- 
ments, and feast at leisure upon the flesh 
of the victim. The operation is done 
with great rapidity, and repeated again 
and again, so that it is reported upon 
good authority that one good-sized 
conch can destroy half a bushel of 
oysters in an hour. 

“The oyster is not overly particular in 
bis choice of a residence. Anything is good 
enough for him, so long as it is solid 
and will keep him out of the mud. Some 
very peculiar articles have afforded him 
a resting place. An old boot, an over- 
shoe, a beer glass, a tin can, and one 
now in the possession of the Smithson- 
inn Institute, at Washington, chose to 
roost upon a set of false teeth, that 
probably some seasick individual ejected 
as a tribute to Neptune. 

The oyster is a highly orgsnized little 
creature, possessing a stomach, a liver, a 
heart, intestines, a mouth, gills that 
serve in place of lungs for breathing, and 
a nervous system which is most com- 
plete. The mouth of the oyster is at 
the hinge of the shell. By the aid of a 
powerful muscle he is able to open and 
close this at will. When he is in his na- 
tive element this is held slightly open, 
so as to permit the water, which contains 
his food, to flow in and out—wiéilliam

REV. N. WALTERS. 

N. Walters was born in Van Wert County, 
Ohio, July 27, 1847.

He held this office at the 
time of his death. At the organization of 
the Christian church in Griswold, he united 
as a charter member. He at all times was 
willing to make great sacrifices for his 
church. While he was most loyal to his 
church he had often said that he “belonged” 
to no church, meaning that ‘his Christian fel- 
lowship was as broad as the love of Christ. 

During his last sickness his religious life 
and hope were of great comfort to him. He 
talked much of the eternal home, 

A man of his sincerity of purpose and 
largeness of heart will be missed. The com- 
munity which he served in so many different 
official capacities will miss him because he 
was a true citizen. His family will miss the 
father, husband and confidant. The church 
will miss him,—a true friend and brother.
